dian River region, and are not over

That was the only place 


that we were able to procure these 
•most exquisite oranges 


After the sumptuous repast, a few 


speeches were made and after view- 
lug the new home opposite the place 


we were eating our evening meal that 
is to be given atoay completely fur 
nished to the one who writes the 
nicest essay about New Smvrna (we 
will say more later about this) the 
people left to view the town and take 
m the moving picture show whu1! 
proved to be a very good one 


New Smyrna is situated on the 


west bank of the Indian River, four 
miles south of Mosquito Inlet Light 
and about one mile from the Atlantic 
Ocean It is 125 miles south of Jack- 
sonville on the Florida East Coast 
Railway which has its division head- 
quarters at this place 


The date of the first settlement of 


New Smyrna by Spaniards was un 
known but recent investigations has 
fixed that date at September 6, 1565 
The first English occupation was by 
Dr Andrew Turnbull, in 1765, and it 
was named after Smyrna in Asia 
Minor, which was the native home of 
his wife 
Dr Turnbull found several 


buildings on his arrival here among 
them the Rock House, , (recently 
torn down) and the Spanish Mission, 
He was engaged extensively in the 
cultivation of Sugar Cane and Indigo, 


and the walls of his sugar house 
and Indigo vats, made of coquma 
rock are still standing 


It is a citv but little known, al 


though the first settlement m the 
United States, and has considerable 
natural beauty and more interesting 
history than most any other m the 
state It is the junction point of the 
Orange City Junction line from the 
interior of the state and the Kissim 
mee Valley line from Lake Okeecho 
bee and the Everglades district, with 
the mam line 
It is also reached by 


water on the inland waterway along 
the East Coast 


Although it has been 
inhabited 


probapl> a couple of hundred years 
earlier it leceived its present and 
permanent name at the time of Dr. 
Andrew Turnbull's settlement here, 
more than 150 years ago, in honor of 
his viife a native of Smyrna, m the 
eastern Mediterranean and her new 
home was called 
New Smyrna, a 


name which it has since retained

records and reports in his "Early 
Spanish 
Settlements 
in 
America," 


show that the first settlement in 
America, called St Augustine, wdB 
established in latitude 
29 degrees 


(New 
Smyrna), that "it was much 


exposed to attacks by the Indians 
and did not command the entrance 
to the harbor" and that after sev- 
eral months of trying experiences on 
the part of the settlers, it was 
moved to Fort Caroline (now Mateo) 
and from there to "New Augustine," 
the present St Augustine 


Of the prehistoric habitation we 


know nothing other than what the 
natives left behind them 
For miles 


along the river shore are found huge 
mounds of oyster and clam shells, 
reminders 
of 
per historic 
peoples 


who inhabited these shores for proba- 
bly thousands of years One of these 
mounds may be found just north of 
grounds, one block north of the 
Ocean 
House 
and 
in 
the 
hotel 


postoffice 
The largest of them all 


is Turtle 
Mound, located on the 


me*- about ten milec south of New 
Srm rna and one of the highest points 
alcrg ihe coast 
The excavation ot 


the«e mounds has been m progress foi 
\ear« the material being used in 
building the roads 
Many interesting 


and cunous relics have been found 
and preserved of pottery, bone, stone 
and sehll implements 


The foundation of an ancient stone 


tort is to be seen in the shell mound 
]ust north of the Ocean House, but 
of its origin and history little is yet 
known 
It was not known to exist, 


even b> the inhabitants living on 
top of it, until a compartively re- 
cent excavation of the shell mound 
for road material exposed one of the 
bastions 


The old mission, now In ruins, 


one and a half miles west of the 
postoffice and visited by going west 
on Canal street, the mam business 
street, probably was erected at about 
the same time as the fort 
That it 


was of early Spanish origin is certain 
because of certain candlesticks and a 
bell found in excavation there, which 
bears Spanish inscriptions 
The 


beautiful arches and square cut co- 
quma rock laid perfectly prove it to 
be the work of master masons 


Several old wells are located about 


the city dating from the snme period 
These wells were dug, lined with co- 
quma rock, welf cemented, and with 
curbmgs a couple of feet rbove the 
ground 
One ,of these is in the 


grounds of the Ocean House another 
is to be found back of Shryock's 
store, three blocks south of the post 
office, and a third 
is four blocks 


further south in a vacant lot on the 
nver front 


Coming down the scrJe of time a 


century 01 two the town witnessed 
the landing of Turnbull's colony on 
the green 
shores and watched the 


improvements and saw the immence 
plantations developed by his slaves 
Thousands of acres were under culti 
vation, growing sugar cane and Indigo. 


Two or three miles north of the 


city on the Daytona road and sev- 
eral hundred feet west of the road are 
to be found two or three of Turn- 
bull's old indigo vats, buried in the 
forest 
Could they but speak they 


could tell tales of tremendous heart- 
ache 


Several drainage canals were dug 


during the same penod to remove 
the water from the ferti! lands baeK 
from the river 
One of these canals 


runs through the center of the city 


and tne principal business street is 
named after it 
It is generally un 


derstood that these canals were dug 
i» white women slaves of refine 
ment, education and wealth, under 
black oierseers 


A burial ground of earlier days is 


found in the shade of the oaks two 
blocks back from the nver and four 
blocks south of Canal street 
These 


graves are all built of hewn stone 
and are above ground 


The natural beauty of the city has 


no equal 
Originally a forest of im- 


mense oaks, enough of them are 
still left to make the town 
most 


beautiful 
Their broad spreading 


branches 
are fastooned in Spanish 


moss and their shade is delightful 


The Dixie Highway runs through 


the city and within the city limits it 
is paved with concrete 
The first 


three miles of the 
Dixie Highway 


north of the city has no equal as a 
beautiful drive and the immense oaks 
form what is known as the "Bridal 
Arch" 
The continuation 
of the 


drive to the south through HawKs 
Park gives one the impression of 
gliding through a continuous shaded 
lane, with immense trees lining both 
sides of the road 
< 


The ocean beach at Coronado is a 


continuation of the world - famous 
brmond Daytona race 
course 
just 


as broad, smooth and hard but sep- 
arated from the latter by Mosquito 
Inlet a natural waterway, at whose 
portals stands the third tallest light- 
house on the Atlantic coast, whose 
light can be seen 20 miles at sea 


The river at the front door, being 


thus connected with the Atlantic 
ocean through the inlet, is salt 
water, and here Is the fisherman's 
paradise as all kinds of sea fish are 
to be found in the quiet waterts of 
the 
river 
The 
giant 
]ew fish 


weighing up to 400 and 500 pounds, 
are 
often 
caught and occasionally 


the ambition of 
all fishermen is 


realized in the landing of a tarpon, 
the 
"silver king" 
Bass weigh- 


ing 
thirty-five and forty 
pounds 


are 
frequently 
caught, 
and 
jew 


fish weighing 
over 
two hundred 


dred pounds is not an unusual catch. 
Good fishing can be found a few feet 
from their door 


Hunting, too, is enjoyed by many, 


as the dense hammocks west of the 
city are the natural home of all 
kinds of game 


Game is still plentiful enough to 


attract 
sportsmen 
to this section

launched their'own' marketing organization, to put an end 
' to unbearable conditions. 


It early was found necessary that more be done than 


simply to effect the sale of fruit efficiently at prices satis- 
factory to the members.

with no profits between manufacture and the growers' own 
•packing houses, but with business so handled there has been 
no demoralization of existing trade conditions. 


Since then has followed a horticultural service, which 


puts unbiased scientific knowledge of trained grove experts 
at the service of the Florida-Citrus Exchange members—to 
the end that they shall be enabled to produce more fruit on 
a given area, and fruit of higher grade. 


Also, aJaboratory service which assures members of 


the Exchange of the precise nature of the materials pur- 
chased to be used in the manufacture of their fertilizers, 
and makes actual analyses of all mixtures before these are 
shipped to growers from the co-operative plants where 
they are manufactured. 


In. addition, this laboratory service includes soil an- 


alyses for growers, and much research work looking into 
the utilization of cull citrus fruits in various ways of pos-, 
sible commercial value—when Florida's citrus by-products, 
problem is solved it will undoubtedly be through the inves- 
tigations of the growers' organization. 


Now comes financial service, through the operations 


of the Growers' Loan and Guaranty Company, which for 
the first time has made generally available to Florida 
Citrus Exchange members loans upon their crops at rea- 
sonable interest rates, and without necessity for loss in 
value of fruit by premature sale. 


The growth of service of the growers' own co-opera- 


tive organization has been no less gratifying than the con- 
sistent and unfailing growth in membership and volume 
of shipments of the great marketing system maintained by 
the Florida Citrus Exchange. Growers not yet affiliated 
should no longer delay taking steps to become members.

• through the state of Florida last March. Papers of a date 


as late as last week are still carrying

articles 


about New Smyrna, as well as others places in the state 
and are contributing to that vast publicity which was prom- 
ised for the state when the people of Florida undertook to 
entertain the editors. 
Thousands of columns have been 


written about Florida as a result of that trip and millions 
of readers have learned more about the state than in all their 
previous reading combined. It was a great trip and it was a 
great thing for Florida, that editorial promenade through the 
state. Below we give some of the comments of the editors 
on their visit to New Smyrna:

The drive from Daytona to New 


Smyrna is a lovely one, with quite a 
•variety of scenery, ana before arriv- 
ing there we visited the Old Mission, 
•only a part of the old walls remaining. 
-Many kodak pictures were taken of 
tils supposed 
oldest ruins in the 


United States. 


Finnally arriving at New Smyrna, 


after passing through dense avenues 
«f foliage we were treated to a fine 
.supper, with the tables placed right 
in the center of the principal street 
-of the city, and extended quite a dis- 
"tance, as there were about 600 people 
(including Floridians) in our party at 
•this time. 
Here we ate the most 


delicious oranges we ever tasted, 
-'King," and they sell for a dollar a 
<dozen right there where they grew, 
so you can judge they are some 
oranges. They are raised in the In- 
dian River region, and are not over 
plentiful. 
That was the only place 


4hat we were able to procure these 
"Most exquisite oranges. 


After the sumptuous repast, a few 


speech.ee were made and after view- 
tog the new home opposite the place 


we were eating our evening meal, that 
is to be given a*vay completely fur- 
nished to the one who writes the 
nicest essay about New Smyrna (we 
will say more later about this) the 
people left to view the town and take 
in the moving picture show whii1! 
proved to be a very good one. 


New Smyrna 
is situated on the 


west bank of the Indian River, four 
miles south of Mosquito Inlet Light 
and about one mile from the Atlantic 
Ocean. It is 125 miles south of Jack- 
sonville on the Florida East Coast 
Railway which has its division head- 
quarters at this place. 


The date of the first settlement of 


New Smyrna by Spaniards was un- 
known but recent investigations has 
fixed that date at September 6, 1565. 
The first English occupation was by 
Dr. Andrew Turnbull, in 1765, and it 
was named after Smyrna in Asia 
Minor, which was the native home of 
his wife. Dr. Turnbull found several 
buildings on his arrival here among 
them 
the 
Rock House,, (recently 


torn down) and the Spanish Mission. 
He was engaged extensively in the 
cultivation of Sugar Cane and Indigo, 


and the walls of his sugar house 
and Indigo vats, made of coquina 
rock are still standing. 


It is a city but little known, al- 


though the first settlement in the 
United States, and has considerable 
natural beauty and more interesting 
history than most any other in the 
state. It is the junction point of the 
Orange City Junction line from the 
interior of the state and the Kissim- 
mee Valley line from Lake Okeecho- 
bee and the Everglades district, with 
the main line. It is also reached by 
water on the inland waterway along 
the East Coast. 


Although it has been 
inhabited 


probaply a couple of hundred years 
earlier, it received its present and 
permanent name at the time of Dr. 
Andrew Turnbull's settlement here, 
more than 150 years ago, in honor of 
his wife, a native of Smyrna, in the 
eastern Mediterranean, and her new 
home was called 
New Smyrna, a 


name which it has since retained. 


Lowrie's translation of 
Spanish 


records and reports, in his "Early 
Spanish 
Settlements 
in 
America," 


show that the first settlement in 
America, called St. Augustine, wdB 
established in latitude 
29 degrees 


(New Smyrna), that "it was much 
exposed to attacks by the Indians 
and did not command the entrance 
to the harbor" and that after sev- 
eral months of trying experiences on 
the part of the settlers, it was 
moved to Fort Caroline (now Mateo) 
and from there to "New Augustine," 
the present St Augustine. 


Of the pre-historic habitation we 


know nothing other than what the 
natives left behind them. For miles 
along the river shore are found huge 
mounds of oyster and clam shells, 
reminders 
of 
per-historic peoples 


who inhabited these shores for proba- 
bly thousands of years. One of these 
mounds may be found just north of 
grounds, one block north of the 
Ocean 
House 
and 
in 
the 
hotel 


postflffice. 
The largest of them all 


is Turtle 
Mound, located on the 


river about ten miles south of New 
Srnyma. and one of the highest points 
alcrg ihe coast. The excavation ot 
these mounds has been in progress for 
>ears, the material 
being used in 


Duildmg the roads. Many interesting 
and curious relics have been found 
and preserved, of pottery, bone, stone 
and sehll implements. 


The foundation of an ancient stone 


fort is to be seen in the shell mound 
just north of the Ocean House, but 
of its origin and history little is yet 
known. It was not known to exist, 
even by the inhabitants living on 
top of it, until a compartively re- 
cent excavation of the shell mound 
for road material exposed one of the 
bastions. 


The old mission, now In ruins, 


one and a half miles west of the 
postoffice, and visited by going west 
on Canal street, the main business 
street, probably was erected at about 
the same time as the fort. That it 
was of early Spanish origin is certain 
because of certain candlesticks and a 
bell found in excavation there, which 
bears Spanish inscriptions. 
The 


beautiful arches and square cut co- 
quina rock laid perfectly prove it to 
be the work of master masons. 


Several old wells are located about 


the city dating from the srjne period. 
These wells were dug, lined with co- 
quina rock, welf cemented, and with 
curbings a couple of feet r.bove the 
ground. 
One ,of these is in the 


grounds.of the Ocean House another 


to be found back of Shryock's 


store, three blocks south of the post- 
office, and a third 
is four blocks 


further south in a vacant lot on the 
river front. 


Coming down the scrJe of time a 


century or two the town witnessed 
the landing of Turnbull's colony on 
the green 
shores and watched the 


improvements and saw the immence 
plantations developed by his slaves. 
Thousands of acres were under culti 
vation, growing sugar cane and Indigo. 


Two or three miles north of the 


city on the Daytona road and sev- 
eral hundred feet west of the road are 
to be found two or three of Turn- 
bull's old indigo vats, buried' in the 
forest. 
Could they but speak they 


could tell tales of tremendous heart- 
ache. 


Several drainage canals were dug 


during the same period to remove 
the water from the ferti! lands bacK 
from the river. One of these canals 
runs through the center of the city 


and the principal business street is 
named after it. It is generally un- 
derstood that these canals were dug 
by white women slaves, of refine- 
ment, education and wealth, under 
black overseers. 


A burial ground of earlier days is 


found in the shade of the oaks' two 
blocks back from the river and four 
blocks south of Canal street. These 
graves are all built of hewn stone 
and are above ground. 


The natural beauty of the city has 


no equal. Originally a forest of im- 
mense oaks, enough of them are 
still left to make the town 
most 


beautiful. 
Their broad spreading 


branches 
are fastooned in Spanish 


moss and their shade is delightful. 


The Dixie Highway runs through 


the city and within the city limits it 
is paved with concrete. 
The first 


three miles of the 
Dixie Highwuy 


north of the city has no equal as a 
beautiful drive and the immense oaks 
form what is known as the "Bridal 
Arch." 
The 
continuation 
of the 


drive to the south through HawKs 
Park gives one the impression of 
gliding through a continuous shaded 
lane, with immense trees lining both 
sides of the road. 
< 
< 


The ocean beach at Coronado is a 


continuation of the world - famous 
brmond-Daytona race 
course, just 


as broad, smooth and hard but sep- 
arated from the latter by Mosquito 
Inlet, a natural waterway, at whoBe 
portals stands the third tallest light- 
house on the Atlantic coast, whose 
light can be seen 20 miles at sea. 


The river at the front door, being 


thus connected with the Atlantic 
ocean through the inlet, is salt 
water, and here Is the fisherman's 
paradise, as all kinds of sea fish are 
to be found in the quiet waterfe of 
the 
river. 
The 
giant 
jew fish 


weighing up to 400 and 500 pounds, 
are 
often 
caught and occasionally 


the ambition of 
all fishermen is 


realized in the landing of a tarpon, 
the 
"silver king." 
Bass weigh- 


ing 
thirty-five and forty 
pounds 


are 
frequently 
caught, 
and 
jew 


fish weighing 
over 
two hundred 


dred pounds is not an unusual catch. 
Good fishing can be found a few feet 
from their door. 


Hunting, too, is enjoyed by many, 


as the dense hammocks west of the 
city are the natural home of all 
kinds of game. 


Game is still plentiful enough to 


attract 
sportsmen 
to this section

'A dozen years, ago the citrus growers of Florida 


launched their own' marketing organization, to put an end 
to unbearable conditions. 


It early was found necessary that more be done than 


simply to effect the sale of fruit efficiently at prices satis- 
factory to the members. 


There needed to be adequate provision for accounting, 


that the funds of the growers be safeguarded properly and 
business be handled without confusion or delay. 


N Then there had to be provided expert direction of traf- 


fic affaire, else thousands of dollars would since have been 
lost to the growers each season in transportation muddles 
and claims refused by carriers. 


From this "beginning, after the experimental period 
• 


was past, naturally developed the movement to make co- 
operative purcJiases of supplies possible for members of 
the Florida Citrus Exchange. Thus the Exchange Supply 
Company was born. 


It was a logical step to the manufacture of fertilizers 


and crate materials by the growers in their own plants, 
with no profits between manufacture and the growers' own 
"packing houses, but with business so handled there has been 
no demoralization of existing trade conditions. 


Since then has followed a horticultural service, which 


puts unbiased scientific knowledge of trained grove experts 
at the service of the Florida-Citrus Exchange members—to 
the end that they shall be enabled to produce more fruit on 
a given area, and fruit of higher grade. 


Also, aJaboratory service which assures members of 


the Exchange of the precise nature of the materials pur- 
chased to be used in the manufacture of their fertilizers, 
and makes actual analyses of ah1 mixtures before these are 
shipped to growers from the co-operative plants where 
they are manufactured. 


In. addition, this laboratory service includes soil an-

the plan was developed until now the 
Mory tellers are put through a regular 
course of training in the stones they 
are to tell. The story tellers use a 
(brass disk-like instrument to draw 
their crowds and are a time-honored 
institution. To make this method ef- 
fective It was necessary to pick out 
goods that might make a wide appeal. 
The cigarette concerns originated the 
idea, and most successfully.

tine. The walls are in fair preser- 
vation and the buildings were evident- 
ly of some size. It is supposed the 
Spaniards first built here, and then 
finding the location 
unsatisfactory, 


later moved to St. Augustine for the 
first permanent settlement. 


New Smyrna was located and named 


by Dr. Turnbull, 
an 
Englishman, 


whose wife was a native of Smyrna, 
Asia. Turnbuli completed a number 
of large argricultural projects, which 
included drainage canals that exist 
today and extend along one of the 
principal streets. History says these 
canals were dug largely by white wo- 
men slaves, mostly Minorcans, who 
had been banished to Florida by the 
Spaniards for political reasons.
